These 
tw o o peratio ns bo th o ccurred within 
fifteen 
mo nths.

•y m pto m s recurring, Senato r Clark de­

Clark 
Go es no t believe in half measures and 
|was determined to have the matter 
o ver with fo r go o d and all. 
This o peratio n is o ne o f the mo st 
Geiicate kno wn to surgery . 
It necessi­ 
tates ex po sing the brain, and a false 
m ov em ent might easily result In death. 
Tho mas A. Ediso n was recently o per­ 
ated o n in a similar manner. The fact 
that Edison pulled thro ugh wo uld indi­ 
cate 
that the fo rtunate» ou tcom e in 
to o th cases was due to the triu m ph o f 
mo dern surgery . 
But despite all tins, 
the Mo ntana peo ple wou ld insi t I bat 
Clark luck wo uld have pu lled the cop­ 
per king thro ugh in any ev ent. 
Work ed Twenty Hou rs a Day . 


Senato r Clark himself ascribes Ibis 
Bo called luck to the fact that be u sed 
f:o wo rk abo ut twenty hou rs a day and 
Atas no t entirely recov ered from the 
tiab it. 
The nativ es, w hile adm itting 
Che senato r’s steam engine indu stry , 
Insist, howev er, that it alone ron’d n it 
b are bro ught all the goo.I tilings that 
(have been idled in his lap by fortu ne. 
(Fo r ex am ple, there was that 
time 
Brtiau Clark w as ju st starting 
lie had 
aaved’ 
u p a little money from mining, 
peddling, 
storek eeping 
and 
sharp 
trades when some m iners got a portion 
©f it aw ay from him by selling him a 
Mo le in the grou nd. 
C lark tried to 
®vo rk the bole, only to find th at 
he had 
keen bu nk o« d. 
Being a good trader 
him self, ho we a . r, he said no thing, but 


fftincts o f a captain o f industry early 
in the game. 
Clark bad been a po o r bo y in Penn­ 
sy lvania; had managed to get eno ugh 
educatio n to teach scho o l fo r a y ear in 
Misso uri; then po unded an o x team 
thro ugh to Co lo rado at the start o f tbe 
go ld fever; iu ano ther y ear heard o f 
tbe go ld ex citement In VTo nfana and 
hied himself thither, still with tbe o x 
team; wo rked as a co mmo n miner fo r 
a y ear and cleaned up $ 1,500, and o n 
this capital bro ught in stuff fro m the 
Misso uri river po ints and even fro m 
Ban Francisco and so kl it to the min­ 
ers fo r three o r fo ur times what it 
co st him. 
This might have been luck, 
but it also invo lved so me rather fo x y 
financiering, at which W. A. Clark was 
an artist even in tho se early day s. The 
sto ry o f the start o f the famo us Clark - 
Daly feud illustrates this quality . This 
feud, which affected every industry 
and every man, wo man and child in 
Mo ntana and which finally came to a 
finish fight in the I'nited States sen­ 
ate, was perhaps the mo st mo mento us 
in its co nsequences o f any in American 
histo ry , 
( ’lark and Italy in the begin­ 
ning 
were business 
asso ciates 
and 
friends. 
In fact, they were bo und by 
clo ser ties, fur .1. Bo ss Clark, a y o un­ 
ger bro ther o f the co pper king, had mar­ 
ried a sister o f Daly 's wife. But there 
Is 
no enmity 
like that o f fo rmer 
friends. 
Daly needed a certain strip o f land 
to furnish water fo r his Anaco nda 
mines and o ffered the o ld fello w who 
o wned the strip $ 10,000 fo r the water 
right. 
The 
o wner eagerly 
said be 
wo uld take it, and In the mo rning the 
deal was to have been canted thro ugh. 
Clark heard o f it and gave the o ld fel­ 
lo w $ 25,000 fo r the strip. 
Then he 
made Daly pay $ 125,000 fo r it. Marcus 
Daly paid the mo ney , but swo re venge­ 
ance. 
There are rumo rs that Clark 
had an earlier grudge to settle and to o k 
this metho d o f do ing it, but no o ne 
kno ws fo r certain ex cept tbe co pper 
king himself, and he wo n’t tell. 
When Clark was a candidate fo r ter-

Clark demanded au investigatio n and

j securing the electio n. 
I 
The senate co mmittee* o n privileges 
\ and electio ns heard the case and unan­ 
imo usly decided that Clark was no t 
entitled to his seat. 
Befo re it had a 
chance to repo rt Clark resigned in a 
tearful speech. The nex t day , ho wever, 
came an appo intment signed by Lieu­ 
tenant Go verno r Spriggs appo inting 
W. A. Clark to tbe senate vacancy 
created by the resignatio n. 
It appears 
that Go verno r Smith, who was a Daly 
man, was tempo rarily absent fro m the 
state, and the resignatio n had been so 
timed that the appo intment co uld be 
made by the lieutenant go verno r, a 
Clark man. 
Then the war In Mo ntana 
bro ke o ut with redo ubled fury . Abo ut 
this time the co pper trust, o f which 
Tho mas W. Lawso n has been writing 
o f late, was fo rmed. 
Marcus Daly 
was made president. 
It was at this 
po int that F. A. Heinze, the y o ung 
co pper Napo leo n, came into the game. 
He raised a cry against the trust, o r­ 
ganized a labo r party , made Clark the 
candidate fo r the senate and carried 
the state. 
Daly did no t live to see the 
final triumph o f his enemy . W. A 
Clark was elected to the full senate 
term ending in 1007, and this time 
there was no co ntest. 
Marcus Daly 
was dead and the feud was ended. 
There were after rumblings in which 
Clark w’a8 charged with having thro wn 
o ver Heinze, and there were ev en tales 
o f a co mbinatio n with tbe Standard 
Oil cro wd to prevent any fu rther con­ 
test o f his senate seat. 
Bu t these 
gradually died ou t, and the w a r which 
had divided 
a state into two ho stile 
camps for a generation was ov er. 
One o f the mo st sensatio nal inci­ 
dents o f this histo ric co nflict related 
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no w married. 
A few y ears ag > o ne o f 
the daughters 
s e c u r e d a divo rce in a 
rather sensatio nal 
s u it. The L i s t Mrs, 
Clark died in 1803. 
The seco nd marriage o f the multi­ 
millio naire wras ev en mo re ro mantic 
than the first. At Clark's famo us Unit­ 
ed Verdi mine at Jerome, Ariz., which, 
by the way , 
per 
pelle 
plo y ed. 
At his death his family , which 
was a large o ne, was left in destitute 
circumstances. 
Senato r Clark gener­ 
o usly pro vided fo r their wauts and 
ado pted o ne o f the little girls. Miss 
Anna, as his ward. 
Her he had edu­ 
cated bo th In this co untry and Euro pe. 
After he was elected senato r the am­ 
bitio us matchmakers o f 
Washingto n 
and New Yo rk were marry ing him o ff 
every few day s, and as the senato r was 
alway s so mething o f a gallant he rath­ 
er lent himself to their schemes. 
In 
this way the newspapers had vario us 
sto ries o f appro aching nuptials and 
even spiced up tales appro aching the 
scandal stage. 
The senato r himself 
put an end to ail o f these, ho wever, 
by anno uncing a y ear o r so ago that 
three y ears previo us at Marseilles he 
had married Miss La Chapelle, his 
ward, and by her already bad a daugh­ 
ter tw o y ears o ld. 
Finest Palace In Gotham. 
Fo r this new Mrs. Clark the senato r 
is building the finest palace in New 
Yo rk, which is no w» rapidly appro ach­ 
ing co mpletio n. 
It is estimated that 
alto gether this wo nderful ho use will 
co st o ver $ 6,000,000. 
To furnish the 
•to ne fo r It Clark o wns his o wn quar­ 
ry at No rth J o y , Me. 
Fo r the bro nzes 
he has his o wn facto ry in New Yo rk. 
He maintains o ther facto ries to pro ­ 
duce o ther accesso ries o f the palace. 
He is quite an art co nno isseur, having 
paid o ver $ 300,000 fo r o ne co llectio n 
o f paintings and having bo ught the fa­ 
mo us painting “ Cho o sing a Mo del" fo r 
$ 42,000, o utbidding Geo rge J . Go uld. 
To supply the rugs fo r his ho use Sen­ 
ato r Clark spent o ne o r two seaso ns 
i in Euro pe study ing rugs, pay ing o ne 
o f the mo st famo us ex perts a regular 
! salary fo r instructio ns 
One o f the features o f the new Clark 
mansio n is an elevato r that is a draw- 
ing ro o m. 
The seco nd flo o r is so ar­ 
ranged that at the to uch o f a butto n 
all the ro o ms o pen to gether into o ne 
magnificent art gallery . 
Alto gether the 
place will be fully as spectacular as the 
career o f the man who created it, who , 
starting a po o r %o y , no w has an in­ 
co me o f o ver $ 1,000, 000 per mo nth.

seawalls. 
Misinformation, political 
pull or both led Secretary Morton to 
ag ree to the transfer of the young 
eng ineers who 
were try ing to do 
their duty 
and

ing themselves unpopular with the 
contractors. Secretary Bonaparte or­ 
dered a8 econd investig ation of the 
case and emphatically refused to have 
the eng ineers removed 
In this he

The Ro ck Is a Picturesque Stream; What Is Being Do ne to Make 
the Lo cal Waterway s the Mo st Beatilul in the Co untry . 


A survey is now mak ing, under the 
auspices of the government, to ascer­ 
tain whether or not the Rock river 
may be made navigable by a sy stem 
ofcanal8 . Congressman H itt is said 
to be responsible for this federal en­ 
terprise. 
Popular opinion in the Rock river 
country , as it is well k nown, favors 
this river improvement not only for 
commercial reasons, but also for art's 
sak e. This opinion is in line with the 
impulse that is arousing a new and a 
better sentiment in tbe valley s of the 
Illinois, the Fox, the Desplains, the 
Sag, the Grand Calumet, and the 
Chicago. 
Every where along 
the 
bank s of our beautiful rivers there is a 
growing demand that art shall sup­ 
plement and re-enforce the splendid 
work that has already be as accom­ 
plished by nature. 
Tens of thousands of persons go to 
Europe annually and spend hundreds 
of thousands of dollars that they may 
gaze upon landscapes which are not 
comparable with ours, or, at least, 
which would not be compared with 
ours if we would only give them here 
and there a few artistic touches. 


Peoria has long entertained the idea 
of mak ing the Illinois the Rhine of 
America. Even before tbe great drain­ 
age canal was constructed, thereby ad­ 
ding immensely to its water supply , 
Joliet has conceived the idea of canal­ 
izing its streets so that the town would 
resemble Venice. 
Aurora Elgin, St. Charles and other 
charming towns have dreamed at 
times of erecting baronial ruins along 


their river fronts and Introducing tbe 
gondola. South Chicago is now look ­ 
ing forward to the time when its jaded 
citizens can float of a summer evening 
onward toward the Sag valley and 
may hap, downward toward the Missis­ 
sippi, pausing, perchance, to gaze in 
rapture upon the distilleries that con­ 
tribute so much toward the support of 
our national government. 
But none of these ideas, none of 
these dreams, has tak en tangible form 
save on the Chicago, which is rapidly 
becoming a stream to be admired for 
its art. We are only beginning the 
work , however. 
We have as y et only 
a few perspectives to Offer, a few fairy 
vistas, compared with those which we 
shall advertise in the near future. 
But we are doing good work in another 
direction. We are setting the exam­ 
ple that is now driving the towns on 
the Illinois, the Fox, the Rock , the 
Desplaines, the Sag, and the Grand 
Calnmet to emulation. 
A few short y ears and the river 
scenery of Illinois will be all that the 
most fastidious of tourists could de­ 
sire. If baronial castles of the most 
weirdly feudal character are neces­ 
sary , we will erect them. We will 
have ivied ruins. We will have crumb­ 
ling cathedrals. 
We will buy gon. 
dolas and hire gendoliers. We will do 
every thing possible, even going so far 
as to introduce the Milwauk ee gar­ 
dens, with exposed and in hidden 
orchestras, in order that our 
who are squandlng so much 
in Europe every y ear may 
vinced that they can enjoy 
selves better at home.

FREEPORT SHOWS ENTERPRISE 


Po wer Plant Running After Hard 
Wo rk by Big Fo rce. 
After thirty -eight hours of steady 
work , the Freeport Railway , Light & 
Power company accomplished what 
nearly every one thought impossible, 
the re-establishing of their commer­ 
cial power and lighting circuits. With 
remark able energy they have fur­ 
nished their 
dependent 
customers 
with the current they needed but did 
not expect. 
FORTY MEN START WORK 
The fire had hardly oeen subdued 
Sunday morning before Manager God­ 
dard of the power company had a 
force of men at work cleaning up the 
ruins and straightening out things in 
general. Ten linemen had started to 
rewire the plant by 8 o'clock , fifteen 
men begaa to wipe and clean the en­ 
gines and dy namos, another gang be­ 
gan pumping the water out of the 
condensing pit, and still more started 
! to dean up the boilers. 
While the 
! embers y et burned and the buildihg 
i was full of smok e preparations 
to 
mak e 
the 
inconvenience to 
the 
people 
as 
small 
as 
possible 
had 
been 
started, 
and 
the 
maohines 
were 
well 
under 
re 
pair. It was found that most of the 
machinery was worthless, but the 
large Corliss engine and Westing- 
house dy namo which furnished most 
of the power and light used in the 
city was practically uninjured with 
the exception of being waterlogged. 
The great dy namo was tak en to pieces 
and tbe dry out process begun. 
With 
ceaseless energy toe men staid at their 
work and by afternoon tbe giant ma­ 
chine was again ready to try . In a 
large measure the test showed the 
machine to be in pretty good shape 
and capable of pulling its usual load. 
In all probability should no unfore­ 
seen misfortune occur, tbe city will 
be lighted again this evening. 
The interurban oompany will fur­ 
nish power for the street car service 
until the Freeport plant is rebuilt. 


Thursday of this week is the day 
fixed for tbe second annual national

At last a biography of John D, 
Rockefeller has been written which is 
said to be pleasing to th a t gentleman 
himself 
The reason it is acceptable 
to him is th a t it is very much unlike 
the sketch of him th a t has been pre­ 
sented by Miss Ida Tarbeli in Mc­ 
Clure’s magazine in which she makes 
it out th a t if his father was not a 
horse thief he was at least engaged 
in some sort of shady business, such 
as horse trading or vending quack 
medicines. 
Miss Tarbeli, too, has had 
a great deal to say about rebates re­ 
ceived by Mr. Rockefeller in building 
up bis business, much to narrate in 
regard to the destruction of competi­ 
tion and many peculiar circumstances 
to describe, none of which things would 
tend to burnish the golden crown of a 
saint. 
But this latest sketch of the 
oil king is published by the govern­ 
ment, strange as th a t may appear. His 
biography is one of a number of eulo­ 
gies of men who have contributed lib­ 
erally to the cause of education—th a t 
if, have given of their abundant wealth 
a few thousands or millions for the 
endowment of schools or colleges 
I t 
is said the notes from which the biog­ 
raphy was written came from the oil 
king himself, and possibly th a t Is the 
cases, for there is no mention of re­ 
bates in any part of the sketch: busi­ 
ness ability, honesty, integrity, doing 
kind deeds,—such are the traits of his 
character emphasized. 
Undoubtedly 
many things are printed about Rocke­ 
feller th a t are untrue, and w ithout 
being an apologist for him, oue may 
insist upon him being given a square 
deal; but whether this latest publica­ 
tion for tbe edification of schools and 
colleges th a t has been prepared by 
the interior departm ent is any more 
to be commended, because it presents 
him almost as an ideal man w ithout 
faults, than Miss T arbell’s article 
which reads like the brief of a prose­ 
cutor, must be left to the judgement 
of those who take pleasure in judging 
tbeir fellow men.
